Facts Disclosed. 

Pursuing the trend of inquiry

of the City Health Department 
Four City. Inspectors. 
| For this work the city has but 
four men, and they are able to get 
around to each slaughtering plant 
only about once a month Not only 
must they divide their attention 
,among the 50 unsupervised abat- 
toirs, but thes must Visit severa 
hundred grocery stores, meat and 
fish markets, scores of commission 
houses and numerous other estab. 
lishments which deal in food prod- 
ucts. The Government. on the 
other hand. has 55 men for meat 
inspection alone. and these devote 
their full time to the seven large 
plants in the city which are under 
Federal supervision. In some of 
the plants there are as many as 
14 inspectors. 

Without casting reflections upon 
the uninspected plants, both Gov- 
ernment and city health efficials 
unite in declarin, that it is ex- 
tremely rare for the carcass of a 
diseased*animal to reach the mar- 
|ket through a Government plant 
In these establishments, al] ani- 
mals are examined on foot before 
the slaughter and on the cutting 
tables immediately afterward, each 
carcass coming under the scrutiny 
of several inspectors and under- 
going at least four different exam- 
inations. 

In the other 50, many of which 
are small concerns, animals go to 
the slaughter without any official 
examination except possibly that 
previously undergone in dairy herds 
or in the vards on the East Side. 
(Animals purchased in these yards 
usually have undergone the yard 
inspection which the Government 
requires for interstate shipments.) 
After the killing, the cohdemnation 
of diseased or unwholesome meat 
is left entirely in the hands of the 
butcher or the four city food in- 
spectors 

Granting. however: that:all ant- 
mals may have been examined on 
foot, the point at issue is how large 
a percentage of diseased animals 
reach the market as meat and how 
much danger ties in the consump- 
tion of this meat by the household- 
er? 

Government statistics show that 
2 per cent of the animals killed in 
inspected plants are condemned aft- 
er passing the vard tests About 87 
per cent of these condemnations 
are for tuberculosis—incipient 
eases which can be detected only 
by examination of the glands and 
organs of the carcass in the post 
mortem.
